It was in 1h2 Face of the Sun, a Spe &acle to the 
world, and a defianceto Heaven : Vet when a Legal Inquifuin came a laſt to de made 
for this Royal Blo d, and rhe Actors in it were now hiding their guilty Heads; then it 
came to pat, that the diſcoveiy and apprehenſion of ſeveral of them was a Wonder; aid 


if we cconfider the Waraing given, the Eſcapes made, the other ways ope to Impunity, 


we maſt obſcrye that the bringiing (6 many of them to a condigu Paniſhment, was. litele 
leſt than a Mira le cf Divine Juſtice, and their own Infatuation. It ĩ a ſad truth, hat hay 
were ſo per fected in their ſin, a: to make no confcſſion of it, a io die hard and even ove 
ke themſelves upon hat e ernal Infamy. For ir is poſſible, that Men may be given up te 2 
reprobate Mind, and it is a frequent Judgmant of God to give Me i up unto it. We fee da- 
ly. that the ** en er'd Sinners are moreexfily inclin'd to Penirence 3 bar uh n t 

heir Courſe, they are ſalcd up in Obſtinacy and Ferveſench, c. 
Who knows, but that God gave the Grage of Repentance to Joſeph Bre- 
thren in the Text, becauſe they had trodden only on the Borders of Mar- 
der, without ſtepping into the Precipice of it ? Had they actually proceeded. 


to take away his Life, with ſome notable Aggravations of the horrid Par- 


ricide ; then perhaps the Devil; that Murderer fromthe beginning, would 
have ſo poſſeſt them, that no Confeſſion ſhould have been extorted from 
them. But being innocent of ſuch a great Offence , and becoming only.
